Rev. Mr. Halsey held, th a t while 
personally he was opposed to public 
dancing it did not become him, as a 
m inister in the church vf God to per 
mil his impulses to run away w ith his 
reason and use the pulpit to air his 
theories andgive expression to thoughts 


church rules: 
If trouble results, 
other churches through their leaders, 
quietly settle the m atter, while as 
Methodists, we evidently fight on the 
outside like monkeys, for the amuse­ 
m ent of 
the crowd, and think th at 
great good is accomplished by display, 
ing the weakness of humanity in gen­ 
eral. Mr. Halsey said he was satisfied 
th at dancing in itself is harmless, but 
he was also well convinced th a t the 
world has captured the amusement, 
and th at the prize is not worth an 
effort on the part of the church to re­ 
deem. Expediency,and the appearance 
of evil, should prompt christian people 
to seek amusement? th at are not ques­ 
tioned.

These two papers were read this morn 
lug, and were of great in terest 
Rev. Mr. W ilder traced Congrega 
Monalisa! in Wisconsin back to July. 
1820. 
Dr. Jedidiah Morse, he said 
then a Congregational m inister a t 
Fort Howard, preached the first Prot­ 
estant sermon delivered in Wisconsin, 
he coming west on a commission from 
John C. Calhoun, then secretary of 
w ar, to found a company of 
Stock­ 
bridge Indians, and thus began Protea 
tantism in Wisconsin.

Very few, if any, will claim 
th at dancing is wrong in itself. 
In 
ancient tim eB it was engaged in for 
amusement, for recreation and some­ 
times for giving expression to the pur­ 
est religious emotions. 
Neither will 
acy one claim th at there is evil in the 
graceful movements of the body as it 
keeps time with the music. 
People Made To D w ell T ogether. 
The evil does not inhere in the law 
of life which brings men and women 
together, for a few hours’ recreation 
and pleasure. 
God made 
men and 
women to dwell together and w ith few 
exceptions they may be safely trusted. 
It was proper 
to distinguish be­ 
tween dancing in a hone on the part 
of children with a few select guests, 
and a promiscuous crowd in the ball 
room. 
This is not saying th a t dancing even 
in the home it to be commended, pos­ 
sibly it may not be more deliterious 
to 
morals 
than 
many 
games 
th a t 
are 
indulged 
in. 
The 
spirit of fairness forces the admission 
of the disiioction between the home 
amusemant and the public dance. 
It 
is also fair to consider public opinion 
in discussing this question, and the 
fact must be recognized, 
th a t many 
good people differ. 
Some m aintain 
th a t there is no harm in the dance. 
Among this class are men and women 
above suspicion, whose 
integrity is 
not questioned, who 
are cordially 
welcomed to the beat social circles. 
Christians court their society, preach­ 
ers feel complimented when they en­ 
ter the sanctuary, and stewards have 
been known to receive their contribu- 
tions. 
Education has much to do 
with their beleif. 
It is not fair to 
question the parity of their motives 
and class such 
people among the 
reprobates of the world, any m inister 
who makes the wholesale dinou e nent

HOW TO MAKE ONE PATTERN SERVE 
MANY ENDS.

The three-quarter coat is a very fashion­ 
able shape this season, and it is, with 
slight variations, a standard form and 
equally suitable for winter and early 
spring and for the young and the middle 
aged. 
This coat can he easily drafted 
from the model basque lines. The hack is 
cut in exactly tho same way, and so are 
the sido and back gores. 
The dressmaker 
decides upon the length below tho waist 
and carries her line down to that measure 
and makes a mark, allowing a proportion­ 
ate flare toward tho bottom. 
If the skirt 
to the coat is intended to he full, what is 
two inches at the waist line should ho ten 
at the bottom. In cutting the center back 
pieces, when taking out tho slant, leave a 
jog %'A inches below the waist line, which 
is to be lapped and finished like men’s 
coats, with two buttons. 
All tho rest of 
the seams are sewed and pressed apart. If 
tho material is very thick, the edges of the 
seams are bound with lutest ring dress bind­ 
ing, but if not very thick it should ho 
lined. The lining should be sewed up like 
the outside of the hack and hasted along 
down the sides. 
The fronts arc to lie cut on tho lines of 
the basque model, hut an inch larger, as 
this is to go on over another dress, or at 
least a vest. Only one dart is to bo taken 
up in the front. 
Tho fold in front of the 
waist is made 3 inches wide, and this 
gives width for a double breasted effect. A 
seam may he taken down the front of tho 
outside lap if desired, and the buttons aro 
seton each side of it. Pockets may be put 
in or not, as preferred. 
They are so very 
diflicult that the am ateur may do well to 
omit them. 
Tile lining to the front being hasted in, 
it is to lie hemmed neatly over that of the 
back, and then the bottom of the hack is 
turned up and hemmed on to tho lining 
with an inc h deep hem, which must he well 
pressed like every other seam. Tho lapels 
are cut as per diagram and lined with hair-

with silk or moire, while the front is of the 
matcriaL 
In some cases both sides of the 
lapel are alike and neatly tailor stitched. 
They are sewed to the edgoof the front on 
tho outside and neatly hemmed on the un­ 
derside and turned backward and pressed 
into their position, and when the sleeves 
are in they may be tacked fast, as they 
are apt to fly in the wind. 
The collar of these coats can be of al­ 
most any kind that the wearer prefers, 
but that best liked just now is tho high 
turned down shape. Thoro is a diagram 
giving the shape of one of these, the dotted 
line showing where it folds over. It should 
be exactly the right size to meet at tho top 
and flare naturally at the bottom. 
It 
should be interlined with buckram and 
the under part lined with silk. The outer 
really looks best when made of the dress 
material and tailor stitched, hut a rather 
more dressy effect is obtained by adding a 
velvet collar to that, leaving tho material 
to show. 
This requires great care, and 
the velvet should he sewed over a founda­ 
tion of wigan and then slip stitched on. 
Tho sleeves to all the three-quarter coats 
are largo gigots, and for the wearer’s com­ 
fort and ease in getting it on and off the 
sleeves ought to bo lined with silk. 
The 
lining need not bo as large as tile sleeve, 
hut a medium large coat shape. 
The 
wrists are finished with three rows of 
stitching. 
A very rich effect is given to such a coat 
by sewing soutache braid all over the coat 
in set design or in vermicelli pattern, tho 
braid standing on its edge. 
The sleeves 
cannot he quite so voluminous iu that 
case. 
Prince Albert coats arc quite a rage just 
now, hut it is a fancy too liable to change 
for a lady to make up her coat in that 
way. 
lf, however, she wishes to obtain 
that effect, a couplo of lines of very nar­ 
row soutache braid defining tho waist line 
to a short point front aud hack will simu­ 
late a scam there, or a wider braid can ho 
used. In that case the two buttons in the 
back are omitted. 
The lining of the coat 
should he stitched to the edges of tho flap 
in the back and turned forward and pressed 
down beforo basting in the hem. 
The 
lining in the front is sewed to the edges in 
the same way and turned back and pressed 
Ik fore finishing the bottom or hemming 
down the front and back under the arms. 
The sleeves may he plaited or gathered to 
sew them in. The edges of the seam should 
Im overcast together and hound and not 
pressed. 
A tape loop under each arm to 
hang the garment up by and an ease belt 
are necessities. 
The belt fastens in front 
by lapping over and being pinged. Hooks 
and eyes admit of no loosening. The but­ 
tonholes should be very strongly wornO1*

The desired resu lt m ay be 
obtained bv the w earing of proper 
spectacles in early youth; b u t if the 
evil is not then corrected, an opera­ 
tion, la te r on, will he necessary. 
The rem oval of a “cataract” from 
th e eye is one of th # m ost delicate 
operations perform ed by the oculist. 
A cateract is form ed by the lens of the 
eye becom ing opaque, so as to appear 
grayish or otherw ise, w hen it shuts 
out the lig h t from the optic nerve. 
The oculist of to-day cuts into the 
ball of the eye and rem oves the d a rk ­ 
ened lens, and th e optician supplies 
the defect by artificial lenses th a t 
m ake good the sight. 
The dem and for glass eyes is in­ 
creasing as the character and quality 
of the eyes improve. 
U nsightly eye­ 
balls are now rem oved in part, leav­ 
ing enough of th e m uscles to ro tate 
the glass shell th a t is placed over 
them . 
W here the w ork is properly 
done th e possessor of th e glass eye 
can move it about w ith all the n a tu r­ 
alness of a real optic, and in m any 
cases it is very diflicult to te ll th e 
m anufactured article from th e genu­ 
ine.
